blaze at service station

Quick response by Granite City firefighters pre 
vented a raging fire at a gas station from esca- 
lating into an explosive situation ‘Thursday. 

The fire at the Bellemore Shell station, located 
at the intersection-of Nameoki and Johnson 
roads, began in the garage area of the service 
station at about 11:15 a.m. It quickly spread 
throughout the building. 

Mary Parker had just filled up her car with 
gas and was getting ready to go to work when 
the fire starte 

“J was at the cash register to pay for my gas 
and one of the guys who was working looked like 
he was trying to say something, but he just froze. 
I heard someone behind me scream and when I 
turned around, the whole garage was in flames,” 
Parker said 

Parker immediately called 911 a 

“By the time I called 911, the flames*were 
giresdy shooting out of the building,’’ Parker 
said. 

“Then I didn’t know whether I to pull my car 
away or not.’’ 


_ Firefighters responded quickly to the fire and 
immediately set up between the service garage, 
which was involved in flames and filled with 
smoke, and the gas pumps just outside the build- 


ra 

“But the pumps were the least of my worries,” 
said fire department Capt. Don Simon. 

“I was more worried about it getting through 
the roof and — with the wind — sparks flying,” 
Simon said. : 

Firefighters battled the blaze, which ignited 
tires, oil and other debris, for about 45 minutes. 

Simon said the fire ignited when an employee 
was welding on a license plate bracket and a 
spark jumped. 

“We're not sure exactly what the spark ignited. 
There were spray cans of carburetor cleaner 
nearby; so that could have started it,’’ Simon 
said. 

Traffic had to be completely blocked off busy 
Nameoki Road between Johnson Road and Madi 
son Avenue while emergency vehicles occupied 
the northbound lanes in front of the service sta 
tion. 

Nearby buildings were evacuated as a precau

Competition is heating up for a 
vacant Madison County associate 
judgeship expected to be filled 
early next year. 

‘Several successiul, prominent 
and well-connected attorneys are 
among 21 applicants to fill the 
position recently vacated by the 
elevation of Circuit Judge 
George Filcoff Jr. 

The county’s nine Circuit 
Court judges are expected to be 
given a secret voting” ballot by 
the end of December: Each 
judge will have 14 days to select 
a_ candidate from the ballot, 
which: includes four assistant 
state’s attorneys, divorce and 
personal-injury attorneys and an 
assistant attorney general. 

“There are a lot of good candi- 
dates,” Madison County Chief 
Judge Edward Ferguson said 
“Surprisingly, a lot of people 
turned in their application in the 
last half-hour. I’m guessing we'll 
be Being he ballots by the end 
of December.” 

Candidates who met the dead- 
line Monday include Alton attor- 
neys Philip Alfeld, Gerald 
McGivern and William Sherwood 
and Edwardsville attorneys Scott 
Cain, Barbara Crowder, John 
Haynes, Jonathan Isbell, Eliza- 
beth Levy, Edward McCarthy, 
Gre? Roosevelt and Earl Vuag- 


niaux. 

Other applicants are Glen Car- 
bon attorney Charles Douglas; 
Troy attorney James Drazen; 
Wood River attorney Rodney 
Pitts: Granite City attorneys 
Irvin Slate Jr. and Ann Callis; 
Madison County Assistant State’s 
Attorneys Duane Bailey, Teresa 
Brown, John McGuire and Nel- 
son Metz Jr., who also has a pri- 
vate practice in Alton; and 
Assistant Attorney General Den- 
nis Orsey of Granite City. 

Alfeld and Callis are part-time 
assistant state’s attorneys. 

Several applicants have 
declined to comment on recent 
widespread courthouse specula- 
tion and rumors that Callis is a 
lock for the position. Callis has 
not returned phone calls from a 
reporter in recent days. - 

Ferguson said he would not 
comment on the rumor but said 
judges do not discuss their votes 
before they are cast. 

‘Madison County State’s Attor- 
ney William Haine said he had 
no knowledge of the. rumor but 
said all of the applicants from 
his office are capable and quali- 
fied. 

James Gray, president’ of the 
Alton -branch of the National 
Association fer the Advancement 
of Colored People, helped form a 


coalition of black leaders to per- 
suade the circuit judges to 
appoint Bailey to the vacancy. 
Gray and other leaders have 
said the black community lacks 
representation on the bench, 

Orsey, who applied for a 
vacancy in 1989, said he is confi- 
dent the vote will be in favor of 
the most qualified candidate. 

“It’s hard to listen to the 
rumor mill at the courthouse,” 
Orsey said. ‘‘All the circuit judg- 
es have an open mind and most 
of the applicants have had expe- 
riences with them. 

“J don’t want to misspeak, but 
I want to believe that the judges 
will view the candidates with an 
open mind and select the most 
qualified person for the job. 
There are a lot of qualified can- 
didates.””. 

The applitations will be sent to 
the Administrative Office of Illi- 
nois Courts in. Springfield for 
verification: before the official 
ballots are printed, Ferguson 
said. 

The winner must receive a 
minimum of five votes. If neces- 
sary, new ballots will :be deliv- 
ered until a candidate wins a 
majority vote. If there is a tie, 
ballots with the top candidates 
will be sent back to the judges 
for another vote.

Farmers and a wide range of 
businesses are applauding Con- 
gress’ approval of GATT. 

The U.S. Senate passed the 
world trade accord 76 to 24 
Thursday night after the House 
voted overwhelmingly Tuesday 
to ratify the pact. 

The General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade will cut tariffs 
by an average of 38 percent 
worldwide, expand rules of 
world trade and create a_ new 
and more powerful World Trade 
Organization to referee disputes. 

The Clinton administration has 
projected the reduced tariffs 
equate to a $744 billion global 
tax cut over a decade. 

Madison County Farm Bureau 
President Steve Plocher said 
most farmers endorsed GATT 
because it will provide a ‘level 
playing field’ for international 
trade. 

“It’s positive for most aspects 
of agriculture.” 

Gil Rutman, an economics pro- 
fessor at Southern Illinois Uni- 
versity at Edwardsville, said 
anything that’ benefits agricul- 
ture will boost the economy of 
southwestern Illinois. 


He said a strong agricultural 
sector directly benefits the stor- 
age, trucking and barge indus- 
tries and sends positive ripples 
throughout the economy. 

“Generally, free trade, over 
time, is very positive,’’ he said 
“There will always be losers 
but, in general, the economy will 
grow.” 

GATT will eliminate some low- 
paying jobs in some parts of the 
country but should have little, if 
any, negative impact in this 
area, Rutman said. 

“T’ just have no fears about 
this thing in the long run,” he 
said. 

Dave Tindall, who recently 
retired. after many years of lead- 
ing Steelworkers Local] 3643 in 
Alton, has several fears. 

“In the short term, it has to 
eliminate a lot of jobs,’’ he said. 
“In the long term, it may create 
some jobs. I think the United 
States ‘will suffer more now than 
it will gain in the long run.”” 

Tindall said he does not see 
how the federal government can 
off set the loss of billions of dol- 
lars in tariff revenues. He said 
he thinks GATT will cause more 


U.S. businesses to leave the 
country for lower-cost labor. 

Sheli Oil Co. spokesman Dave 
McKinney said Shell is a multi- 
national corporation that sup: 
ports free trade. 

“We b lieve it’s good for the 
economy. 

US Rep Richard Durbin, 
D- Springfield, strongly supported

manufacturing in Illinois. 

“THlinois is an export-oriented 
state with one out of eve: four 
factory jobs dependent on 
exports,” he said. ‘‘We need new 
and expanding markets for our - 
products.””

The bond market has been in 
turmoil recently. Rising interest 
rates have turned the market to 
the negative this year, after 
several years of good 
performance. For the sixth time 
this year, on Nov. 15, the 
Federal Reserve raised interest 
rates, and this time it was ‘a 
three-quarter of one point 
increase. 


This was the biggest jump 
since the early 1980s. 

We, as consumers, can expect 
higher rates for home loans and 
adjustable rate mortgages, auto 
loans, credit card debt not paid 
off each month and businesses 
will see their borrowing costs 
increase. Banks should offer 
higher rates on certificates of 
deposit. 


This recent increase was also ~ 
another slap in the face for bond 
investors. ‘ 
Rising interest rates work , 
| against bond investors. As 
interest rates rise, the value of 

| bonds fall.and vice-versa. That 
is because if you own a‘bond, or 
a bond mutual fund, the bonds in 
that portfolio were most likely 
issued when interest rates were 
lower. 

When interest rates rise, new 
bonds come out paying higher 
yields to maturity. So, you are 
jeft holding bonds that are not as 
attractive. If you need to sell 
your bond, or your bond mutual 
fund, it must be discounted to 
accomrnodate the lower yield it 
pays. 

This has come as a huge ~ 
surprise to many investors who 
purchased bonds or bond mutual 
funds before all of these recent, 
jnterest rate increases. However, 
entering this year, the 
fundamentals were in place for a 
collapse in bond, values.

economy was on the recovery. 
Then economic reports started 
sending signals to the Federal 
Reserve about inflation moving 
back into the economy. Thus, the 
chance of interest rates falling 
further was virtually impossible. 


If you are thinking about 


_ investing in bonds, there are 


some basic tips you can follow to 
help make you a better bond 
investor. 


Ladder maturities 

This is a tried and true 
strategy where rather than 
investing in a single issue or in 
several issues with roughly the 


, same maturity, you should opt 


for a variety of maturities. For 
example, maturities of less than 
three years, some intermediate 
term of three to 10 years, and 
some long-term of more than 10 
years. In this manner, if there is 
a significant change in interest 
rates, you have avoided placing 
a heavy and perhaps incorrect 
bet on a single maturity. In 
addition,-you can set some of the 
maturities to coincide with when 
you may need the money such 
as a college tuition bill due in 
the future. 


Avoid chasing yields 

A’bond investment that pays 
nine percent interest when other 
bonds of the same type and 
maturity are’ paying five percent 
is trying to sell you 
something — perhaps much 
higher risk. Always remember, 
the higher the yield, the higher

te ee 


Find out about the quality of - 
the bond or bond portfolio before 
investing. Higher yields are nice 
to have, but know the risks 7 
before handing over your money. 


Watch price volatility 

As discussed earlier in this 
article, interest rates set by the 
Federal Reserve directly affect 
the price of bonds. Generally 
speaking, the longer the 
maturity date of your bond, the 
more volatile the price volatility 
of that particular issue. Shorten 
your maturities to lower this 
tisk. 


Diversify 

Previous articles have 
discussed the various types of 
bonds available. For example, 
U.S. treasury securities, U.S. 
savings bonds, mortgage backed 
securities, municipal bonds and 
corporate bonds. ‘Avoid placing 
all of your eggs in one bond 
basket. 


Mix it up and take advantage 
of each attribute that each type 
of bond possesses. 


Seek expertise and another 
opinion 

Seek third party endorsement 
away from the investment 
company promoting the bonds. 
Get an opinion from another 
professional investment adviser, 
your certified public accountant 
or do your research at the 
library. 


Write your questions down and 
do not invest a dollar until, in 
one way or another, every 
question has been answered to 
your satisfaction.

The foliage can be coated 
with an anti-desiccant spray, 
which coats it with an agent 
that retards moisture lo;

If you must walk on 
st try to vary your 
path slightly. Repéated hikes 
over the samé area will wear 
it down. 











After each heavy snowfall, 
tramp down snow around 
young fruit trees.

When the ground becomes 
stiffened with frost, mulch 
heavily under evergreens, 
especially broadleaf 
varieties. Tl soil will retain 
more moisture and frost will 
not penetrate as deeply. 
Consequently, roots will be 
better able to supply foliage - 
with moisture during mild 
winter spells of warmer 
temperatures. 









Next time it rains, or the 
snow melts, check for water, 
runoff that drips ffom eaves 
onto landscape plants. If any. 
is dripping, the problem 
should be corrected 
the water will eventually 
coat plants with a layer of 
damaging ice 








If you have any leaf piles, 
they should be removed, 
since they may pack down 
and freeze, which can 
smother plants.
